Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report 
of  the  Health  Department  for  1971. 

STATISTICS : 

The  vital  statistics  did  not  improve  on  the  previous 
year*  but  minor  variations  from  year  to  year  are  to  be  expected 
when  relatively  small  populations  are  being  considered.  The  bulk 
of  the  deaths  continue  to  be  due  to  cancers,  heart  diseases  and 
other  degenerative  processes,  while  apart  from  measles,  the 
infections  were  of  relatively  small  importance. 

PUBLIC  HOUSES  & HOTELS: 

In  addition  to  the  usual  periodic  inspections  by  the 
Public  Health  Inspectors  the  57  Public  Houses  and  Hotels  were 
inspected  following  a request  by  the  Health  Committee.  They  were 
found  to  be  generally  well  kept  and  complied  in  all  respects  with 
the  provisions  of  the  legislation  which  applies.  The  Committee 
had  felt  that  better  toilet  facilities  including  washhand  basins 
should  be  provided  for  the  public,  but  unfortunately,  although 
requests  are  made  to  the  owners  for  improvements,  and  their  co- 
operation is  often  obtained,  no  legislation  exists  which  lays  down 
minimum  standards  .and  makes  it  compulsory  to  provide  hand  washing 
facilities  for  the  public. 

The  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector  also  requested  the 
Breweries  to  provide  drinking  glass  washing  machines  but  they  were 
unwilling  to  do  so  except  in  some  of  their  managed  premises.  The 
provision  of  such  machines  in  tenanted  premises  is  the  responsibility 
of  the  tenant. 

"DON'T  HOARD  DRUGS"  CAMPAIGN: 

During  the  year  the  Glamorgan  County  Council  together 
with  adjacent  Authorities  and  in  association  with  the  pharmaceutical 
profession  conducted  an  intensive  campaign  to  collect  unused  drugs. 
These  become  less  effective  or  even  useless  with  age  and  can  be  a 
danger  to  children  especially,  who  take  them  in  error  causing  many 
cases  of  accidental  poisoning.  The  result  was  very  successful, 
with  a large  amount  of  useless  drugs  being  collected  and  destroyed. 
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NATIONAL  HEALTH  SERVICE  REORGANISATION  IN  WALES  : 


The  Consultative  Document  issued  by  the  Secretary 
of  State  for  Wales  was  reported  in  full  to  the  Health  Committee,, 

MEALS  GN  WHEELS: 

The  County  Council  urged  the  District  Council's 
to  increase  the  service  and  to  provide  a minimum  of  three  meals 
weekly.  The  County  Council  will  in  future  bear  the  full  cost 
of  meals  to  the  registered  handicapped,,

deep.  There  is  a smaller  pool  used  by  children  40fto  long,  12ft. 
wide  and  2ft06ins.  to  4 ft.  deep.  The  total  capacity  is  203,000 
pal  Ions  and  the  pools  are  drained  annually  and  refilled  from  <- 
domestic  mains  supply.  Filtration  is  by  one  horizontal  preassure 
filter  which  has  a capacity  of  250  gallons  per  sq.ft,  per  hpu-° 

This  results  in  48,000  gallons  being  filtered  per  hour  so  tnat  the 
turnover  time  is  4%  hours.  The  water  is  chlorinated  by  the 
"breakpoint"  method  and  this  is  rigidly  controlled  by  frequent 
sampling  taken  throughout  each  day.  Results  of  water  analyses  are 
consistently  good.  There  are  a footbath  and  showers  for  nales 
and  females  with  36  male  and  27  female  changing  cubicles.  Safety 
provisions  include  one  minuteman  resuscitation  apparatus,  one 
lifesaving  pole  20  feet  long  and  two  direct  Brooks'  airway  tubes.

Eight  non-fatal  accidents  were  reported*  These  were 
fully  investigated  and  there  being  no  evidence  of  any 
negligence  or  failure  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  the  Act 
in  this  respect,  it  was  decided  that  no  further  action  was 
required. 

Advice  was  given  in  certain  instances  on  additional 
safety  precautions  which  would  minimise  the  possibility  of  any 
further  accident. 

2.  HAIRDRESSERS  1 ESTABLISHMENTS :

4.  TENTS.  VaNS  AND  SHEDS: 

The  Fairfield  was  used  by  persons  associated  with  the 
Fairs  and  Cirdus,  and  it  is  provided  with  a water  supply  and 
sanitary  conveniences. 

5.  CINEMAS  AND  BILLIARD  HaLLS : 

The  one  cinema  in  the  Borough  was  inspected  to  determine 
the  condition  of  the  sanitary  conveniences  and  the  general  state 
and  cleanliness  of  the  premises. 

Inspections  were  made  of  the  one  Billiard  Club  in  the
